SANITARY CIRGUMSTANCHS OF THE AREA. 


1. (i) WATER. The Council's Comprehensive Heuer. Scheme showed progress 
during [95] - 31% miles of distribution main being laid, of which 9z miles 
was in Contract Hight and 22 miles in Contract Eleven. Thus, since 1951 
over 100 miles of mains have been laid in the District and the pumping 
stations and reservoirs completed. 


The table on the following page indicates the sources and amounts of 
water supplied and shows that,in addition to the three pumping stations of 
the Comprehensive Scheme, water has still to be produced from smaller 
plants, although the number of these is decreasing (the use of the 
Bardwell, Huston and Knettishall plants was discontinued in 195). 


Water supplied from the three pumping stations of the Comprehensive 
Scheme during 1954 totalled 135,566,000 gallons (an increase of 
48,853,000 gallons on the 195% figure of 86,713,000 gallons), whilst water 
from the remaining nine Council owned plants totalled 9,442,000 gallons 
(an increase of 579,000 gallons on the 1953 figure of 9,063,000 gallons). 
Thus, 934) of piped water supplied during the year was from the 
Comprehensive Scheme, which had an average daily output of 371,400 gallons 
during 195. this daily average for the year does not indicate the 
growth of the scheme as do the two figures for the months of January and 
December 1954.

Thus, it will be noted that, although an additional 48,853,000 
gallons of water per year (or 133,800 gallons per day) was pumped by 
the three pumping stations of the Comprehensive Schume, only an additional 
1,173,000 gallons per year (3,300 calions per Gay) were used in Thingoe 
and in the year 678,000 gallons (1,900 gallons per day) of this additional 
use in Thingoe tag fron bulk purchases from other authorities, as was 
5 (9,000 eallons ELGG ce 2llons per day) from other pinocd supplics owned 
by the Council. Thingoe's increased internal use from the Comprehensive 
scheme was therefore a mere 116,000 gallons curing 1954, a daily 
Pucrense of only 400 gallons per aay.

These 7/2 post-war houses represent 14% of the total number, 5,451, 
of houses in the Distrid . The parishes in which the 610 post-war Council 
houses have been built are indicated in the table on the following page, 
which shows also the total number of houses in each parish, the total 
number of Ccuncil houses in each parish, the number for each of the Ok 
pre-war and Bmergency War Council Houses built and the percentage of the ‘total 
houses in cach parish which are Council houses. 
The pre-war and Emergency War Council houses numberec O04; the 105 Council 
houses built in 1954 were therefore just more than a quarter of the number 


‘built in all the pre-war years. 


It is good to see that 162 families have provided themselves with new 
private houses in the past nine years, although the majority of these are 
not a contribution to solving the problem of housing the working-classes. 


During 1954 six council house tenants decided to purchase the house 
in which they were living - others have so decided in 1955. This is a step 
which can benefit the purchaser and those still on the Waiting List for 
houseGse 


It shoula be stressed that Council Houses are on offer for sale to 
existing council house tenants and that a 10% deposit on Pre-war Council 
Houses (whose price calculated on the rent varies between £600 and £1000) 
and a mere 5% deposit on Post-war Council houses (whose price, which equals 
their actual cost to build, varies between £1,200 ond £13, 009) suffices. 

A maximum period of 30 years to repay the outstanding mortgage can be 
allowed, subject usually to the purchase being completed by the time the 
purchaser is 60 years old. 

Each Council tenant who purchases his house ensures that his repayments 

do not vary, (as often has his rent), and allows the Council to provide 
another house without increasing the number of rate-contributions. 

The necessity for this will be apparent when it is recalled that the 
Waiting List for Council houses at the end of 1954 was 454 (at 3lst August, 
1955, it was still 443) and that the rate-contributions for Council houses 
already requires the rate-payer to provide a rate of s2/5.87d. If the 
Council could provide the 443 applicants, with new Council houses at the 
present rate of £7.70 per house Rate-Contribution, a further amount of 
£3,256.1.0. per year would be required, which, at the present penny rate 
product of £294, represents an 11.08 pence increase, making a total 
housing rate of s3/4.95d. 


The provision of Rate-Contributions on new houses is by no means the 
only housing financial call on the Council for, to date, 69 grants have 
been given to owners who have submitted schemes to improve existing houses =

Meat Inspection. 


The year saw the end of meat rationing at mid-night on the 3rd 
July, 1954, and slaughtering by the Ministry of Food was discontinued 
on the 29th June, 1954. Prior to this date sonsultation was held with 
the butchers in the District in order to ensure that when rationing 
ended adequate facilities for slaughtering would be available to them. 
It was resolved that in addition to the central slaughterhouse at 
Bury St. Edmunds (which still continues to serve many of our butchers) 
four slaughterhouses in Thingoe should be licensed.
